Stevie,  can  you  table  my  apologies  for  tonight's  meeting.  Thanks.  I have  a written  Report,  on  the 
issue  of  the  Health  Centre  which  I hope  you  can  highlight. 

REPORT CLLR  IAN  CHISHOLM  . 

A replacement  Health  Centre  has  been  needed  for  many  years  and  I consider  the  building  itself  was 
inadequate  since  its  commissioning.  It  has  been  low  down  on  NHS  Fifes  priority  for  Capital  Planning 
since  I joined  the  Council  in  2007.  However,  I have  been  in  touch  with  the  Ministers 
secretariat  and  some  positive  news  for  Lochgelly. 

1)  The  Scottish  Government  never  received  a formal  request  for  funding  and  so  no  such 
request  has  been  declined. 

2)  NHS  Fife  has  identified  the  Health  Centre  as  no  longer  fully  meeting  the  requirements  of 
modern  standards. 

In  view  of  this  and  the  new  housing  planned  for  the  Lochgelly  area,  a replacement  for  the  Health 
Centre  features  in  NHS  Fife's  forward  investment  plans.  They  are  currently  in  the  process  of 
developing  a business  plan  which  will  be  considered  by  the  Scottish  Government  when  submitted. 

3)  I understand  that  the  relevant  Scottish  Government  officials  are  factoring  in  funding  of 
circa  £6  million  for  2018/19  dependent  on  a good  business  case  and  of  course  the  Health 
capital  budget  beyond  next  year. 

This  is  good  news  for  Lochgelly  and  I am  sure  NHS  Fife  will  be  able  to  get  a supportive  business  case 
to  the  Scottish  Government  ASAP.

As  you  are  aware  Lochgelly  Community  Council  are  currently  campaigning  for  a new 
health  centre' for  the  town.  To  date  we  have  held  a public  meeting,  issued  press 
statements  and  initiated  a petition  for  members  of  the  public  to  support  the 
campaign. 

This  follows  on  from  the  work  of  the  Health  Round  Table  which  was  established 
following  serious  concerns  raised  by  the  Community  Council,  to  tackle  a multitude  of 
social  and  health  problems  in  the  town.  This  was  a highly  successful  venture  which 
included  colleagues  from  Health,  Social  Work,  Housing,  Police  Scotland  and 
representatives  from  the  Voluntary  sector. 

The  purpose  of  our  campaign  is  to  get  a facility  that  offers  a full  range  of  services 
including  GP,  Counselling,  Social  Work,  Housing,  Money  advice  etc.  The  intention  is  to 
identify  and  tackle  the  source  of  the  problem  and  not  simply  treat  the  symptoms.  If 
we  get  a new  facility  that  houses  the  range  of  support  services  needed  then  patients 
could  be  redirected  to  the  most  appropriate  area  which  would  free  up  time  for  the  GP 
and  reduce  waiting  times. 

We  understand  that  there  is  a business  case  being  developed,  however  from  the 
February  meeting  of  the  NHS  Fife  Capital  Project  board,  it  is  evident  that  there  are  no 
specific  plans  for  funding  a new  build  in  Lochgelly  for  the  next  five  years.

Centre  features  in  NHS  Fife's  forward  investment  plans.  They  are  currently  in  the  process  of 
developing  a business  plan  which  will  be  considered  by  the  Scottish  Government  when  submitted. 

3)  I understand  that  the  relevant  Scottish  Government  officials  are  factoring  in  funding  of 
circa  £6  million  for  2018/19  dependent  on  a good  business  case  and  of  course  the  Health 
capital  budget  beyond  next  year. 

This  is  good  news  for  Lochgelly  and  I am  sure  NHS  Fife  will  be  able  to  get  a supportive  business  case 
to  the  Scottish  Government  ASAP.

Dear  Cllr  Hood  thank  you  for  your  email.  I have  check  with  health  colleagues  the  intension 
for  Lochgelly  HC  and  have  been  advised  of  the  following: 

There  are  plans  being  developed  for  Lochgelly  Health  Centre,  as  a Hub  Design,  Build,  Finance 
& Maintain(DBFM  project).  This  is  one  of  two  health  centres  that  NHS  Fife  have  identified  as 
requiring  a rebuild,  the  other  being  Kincardine,  which  Dunfermline  & West  CHP  considered  to  be 
more  of  a priority. 

The  process  is  that  an  Initial  Agreement  Document  is  required  to  initially  demonstrate  that  a 
project  is  required  and  outlines  high  level  options  and  costs.  This  goes  to  the  Scottish  Government 
Health  & Social  Care  Directorate  Capital  Investment  Group  (CIG)  once  it  has  received  NHS  Fife 
Board  Approval.  If  approved  by  CIG  the  Board  will  be  asked  to  produce  an  Outline  Business  Case 
, if  the  value  is  greater  than  £5m  , which  provides  more  detail  in  the  form  of  an  Option  appraisal  to 
arrive  at  the  preferred  Option.  Once  this  is  approved,  a Full  Business  Case  is  then  required. 

As  you  can  see,  there  is  some  considerable  work  to  be  done  prior  to  the  design  stage.  Should  you 
wish  to  discuss  this  in  more  detail  can  I suggest  you  contact  Mary  Porter  who  is  working  with  the 
team  locally  on  the  development.

Councillor  accuses  Health  Minister  of  'ducking  the  issue'  on  a new  Lochgelly  Health  Centre 

A senior  Fife  councillor  has  accused  the  Health  Minister  of  'ducking  the  issue'  of  the  time  required  to  get  a new 
Health  Centre  in  Lochgelly.  Councillor  Mark  Hood  who  represents  Lochgelly  and  Cardenden  has  written  to  Shona 
Robison  the  Scottish  Government  Health  Minister  asking  her  review  the  need  for  a process  that  is  likely  to  take  over 
Syears  to  undertake. 

Speaking  to  The  Courier  Mr  Hood  said  'Lochgelly  desperately  needs  a new  Health  Centre  if  we  are  to  address  the 
health  needs  of  the  community  and  we  simply  should  not  have  to  wait  5 years  for  that  to  happen.  I recently  was 
given  a tour  of  the  Health  Centre  by  a local  GP  and  its  clear  the  facilities  are  deteriorating  quickly.  As  well  as  the  lack 
of  space  in  the  building  the  roof  is  letting  in  water.  This  is  putting  more  pressure  staff  in  the  health  centre. 

'The  Health  Minster  instead  of  ducking  the  issue,  should  accept  that  5 years  is  to  long  for  Lochgelly  to  wait  for  a new 
health  centre  and  it  needs  to  be  given  a higher  priority.' 

In  her  reply  Ms  Robison  explains  that  the  process  needs  to  be  robust  to  ensure  'taxpayers  money  is  invested 
efficiently,  effectively  and  appropriately  and  that  these  capital  projects  deliver  value  for  money'. 

However  Mr  Hood  explained  ' I fully  share  Ms  Robison's  desire  to  ensure  we  spend  taxpayers  money  wisely,  but  it 
should  not  take  5 years  to  do  so.  Does  this  process  consider  the  cost  in  both  human  and  financial  terms  of  the 
community  having  to  live  with  a substandard  facility  for  a further  5 years.  All  I am  asking  is  the  process  is  completed 
quickly  and  we  get  the  badly  needed  new  health  centre  for  the  town  as  soon  as  possible.'

LOCHGELLY  HEALTH  CENTRE  - REPLACEMENT 

I am  writing  firstly  to  ask  for  you  to  support  the  business  case  being  developed  by  health 
service  staff  in  Fife  for  a new  health  centre  in  Lochgelly.  The  existing  health  centre 
building  is  50%  of  the  size  recommend  for  the  number  of  patients  registered  with  the 
GP  practices  located  in  the  building.  The  need  for  improved  health  facilities  in  the  town  is 
urgent,  the  health  centre  serves  an  area  with  some  of  the  highest  levels  of  poverty  in 
Scotland  and  with  a long  history  of  health  inequalities. 

Lochgelly  is  also  a strategic  development  area  with  1800  new  homes  planned  for  the  area 
within  the  next  ten  years,  which  will  add  immensely  to  the  pressure  on  local  health 
services.  I expect  the  business  case  being  developed  to  be  a compelling  one  and  one 
which  I hope  you  can  support. 

This  brings  me  to  my  second  point,  health  service  staff  have  set  expectations  that  the 
process  of  developing  a business  case,  taking  it  through  the  relevant  governance,  and 
following  the  Scottish  Government  procurement  procedures  will  mean  that  it  will  take 
around  5 years  before  we  can  expect  to  be  opening  a new  health  centre  in  Lochgelly. 

I am  deeply  concerned  that  if  we  are  to  wait  this  long  for  the  new  health  facilities  to  be  in 
place  it  will  have  a significant  impact  on  the  level  of  service  an  under  pressure  health 
centre  can  provide  and  will  only  further  prevent  us  as  a community  addressing  the  long 
term  health  issues.

The  reasons  given  for  time  required  is  initially  staff  resource  required  to  develop  the 
business  case  being  constrained,  but  more  critically  the  length  of  time  it  takes  to  follow  the 
governance  and  procurement  procedures  laid  down  by  the  Scottish  Government.  Can  I 
ask  that  you  have  staff  review  procedures  with  a view  of  removing  unnecessary 
bureaucracy  and  advise  health  service  staff  how  we  can  reduce  the  time  required  to 
develop  this  important  facility.
